That curious old record, ‘A Brief History of Pugilism,” 
now being published in the columns of THE ILLustrRATED SportTinG News, contains 
numerous particulars of fights in which women played the principal parts, and to 
these and the peculiar brutalities which characterised British sports in the olden times, 
are we indebted for the stigma still attached in a slight degree, but quite unde- 


servedly, to many of the pastimes of the country. To a Mr. Rawlings, High Con- 
stable of Westminster, resident in Pall-mall, were the lovers of fun indebted for the 
withdrawal of running matches frcm Pall-mall, for on that gentleman offering a gold 
laced hat as a prize to be run for by five men, such a scene of riot and excess took 
place as to induce the magistrates to issue precepts to prevent future races, and so 
the High Constable became instrumental in, but not answerable for, the banishment 
of athletic games from the neighbourhood of Pall-mall.

The arrangements were well 
conducted, and no doubt Mr. 
Garland, the indefatigable 
host, will reap his reward by 
increasing support, for en- 
couraging this fine old Devon- 
shire pastime. Thirteen 
standards were made, by each 
throwing two men, or throw- 
ing one man and holding out 
one. Time, 8min. In the 
double play Vanstone fell to 
Bissett; Clifdon and Hill 
exhibited some fine play, and 
made some admirable foils 
for the fall, which was ulti- 
mately gained by the former; 
Cudmore succumbed to Cor- 
nall; Easterbrook threw 
Madge; Martin threw Bad- 
cock, and Bater threw 
Bowes, when for the treble 
play Cornall was matched 
with Clifdon, and the interest 
felt in the result was quite 
exciting, and betting at even 
progressed with animation. 
The two men are celebrated 
in the district for their abili- 
ties as wrestlers, and came to 
the scratch in full determina- 
tion to “ go in and win.” 
There were some _ spirited 
bouts, and each man put forth 
all his energy and strength 
for the mastery, which re- 
sulted, after a struggle of 
40min, in favour of Cornall, 
who threw his opponent 
with the “ flying-mare” lock 
a splendid “fall” amid the 
tumultuous cheers of his 
partizans. Down was thrown 
by Bissett, and Easterbrook 
gave the fall to Bater, thus 
leaving the quadruple play 
for the prizes to rest with 
Cornall, Bissett, Bater, aud 
Martin. There was but one 
opinion as to the result, and 
it was put down as certain 
that Cornall would carry off 
the best prize; but just see 
how the most promising 
events may be frustrated.

cheered to the echo for his 
persevering pluck. The 
prizes consequently were 
awarded. Bissett, Petrock- 
Stow, first prize, a purse of 
Sovereigns; the second prize, 
One sovereign, was awarded 
t» Bater, Northlew; and the 
third, only ten shillings, came 
t> the share of the “lion,” 
Oornall, Broadwoodkelly. 
Each standard received 2s., 
aud the play gave great 
satisfaction, and passed off 
in good order.

Sm,—A letter in your impression of the 20th inst., signed ‘“*A Member of 
the P.C.C.,” in answer to a notice on the above subject which appeared

rom us. 

The Aberdeen Oricket Club have never claimed the “ championship north of 
Edinburgh,” nor did they in any way authorise the notice which appeared in 
your paper of the 13th inst. and of this fact ‘A Member of the P. C. CO” 
might have made himself aware before writing the letter above referred to. 

Moreover, the list of matches between Perth and Aberdeen giyen by "A 
Member of the P. 0.C,” is incorrect, in so far that, first, he omits the last 
match, and the only match in which Aberdeen has beaten Perth, being one 
played at Perth of; the 2nd of July, 1859, with the following result.;—Perth 
tirst innings, 68; second innings, 53; total, 121. Aberdeen, first innings, 126, 
thus winning by an innings and five rans to Spare. Second, He states. the 
match played at Perth gn the 14th July last as a match between Perth and 
Aberdeen, whereas the match really was between Perth and the Thistle Club 
of Aberdeen—the eleven who played for the Thistle Club not representing, 
or being intended to represent, ‘ Aberdeen.” ‘ 

We trust this misunderstanding will not in any way interfere with the good 
feeling which has always subsisted between the ‘cricketers of Perth and 
Aberdeen, nor render it necessary for them to meet on ‘neutral ground,” but

SCULLERS’ RACE FOR £30. 


Ascullers’ race was rowed on Monday between Frank Kilsby, a waterman’s 
apprentice, of the Old Barge House, Blackfriars, and William Spencer, a 
landsman, of the Temple, for £15 a side. Spencer has in one or two encounters 
proved himself a by no means indifferent sculler, while his opponent has 
never before appeared prominently before the public; but although only nine- 
teen, his rowing is very good, and the result of this race shows that his oppo- 
nent held him much too cheap. Spencer allowed two lengths start over a 
course of three and a half miles, viz., from Putney to Barnes, and the odds 
were at least 2 to 1 in Spencer's favour. Citizen B accompanied the race, and 
all the preliminaries having been arranged the men went to their stations, 
Spencer winning the toss. At starting the latter made a mistake, which gave 
his opponent another half length; but Kilsby caught two crabs in succession, 
and his opponent nearly drew level with him. Kilsby, however, when he had 
recovered, drew clear and went gradually away, till it was evident Spencer 
stood not a shadow of a chance, and ultimately Kilsby won very easily by 
seven or eight lengths. There is some talk, we believe, of another match 
between them, owing, it is said, to Spencer not having taken sufficient care of 
himself; but we think Kilsby will take a great deal of beating. 


DURHAM SCHOOL REGATTA. 


This ‘annual aquatic fete took place on Saturday last, on the short course, 
viz., from the Ash Tree to the Baths Fridge. The day being fine a large num- 
ber of spectators, especially of the “fair sex,” thronged the walks on each side 
of the river, and by their presence and gay appearance imparted a charm to 
the proceediugs. Tue stewards were Messrs. M. Creighton, G. L. B. Poules, 
and A. G. Legard, and their arrangements seemed to be complete and satis- 
factory.

THE REAL TORBAY REGATTA. 

Tue town of Brixhani has this year suddenly aspired to aquatic fame, and 
in the room of the old ‘‘ Fishermen’s Regatta’ of former years, has sprung up 
the real Regatta of Torbay, in many respects fairly deserving of its newly 
assumed title. Brixham is notorious not only as one of the most extensive 
fishing ports in the kingdom, but also for the many fine trawling vessels that 
have been built in its dockyards, and which still trade at the port, and from 
its position commands great advantages for holding a regatta, being situated 
at the mouth of Torbay, with the renowned Berry Head as a wide field for the 
accommodation of visitors. Never, perhaps, since the landing of William, 
Prince of Orange, in 1688, and whose memory is still held sacred by the 
Brixhamites as a great local celebrity, has the town presented a more animated 
aspect than on Friday last. Every one seemed bent on participating in the 
holiday which they proudly dreamed to be the best,on the coast, and more par- 
ticularly as nearly the whole of the inhabitants possess an interest, personally 
or otherwise, in the trawlers that competed. Skippers and their crews cast 
aside with the same impulse the blue tattered fishing jacket, and donning the 
“best bib and tucker,” sallied forth to see the fun, and to criticise the tact dis- 
played in the sailing of their respective craft. The weather was brilliant, and 
the influx of visitors very numerous. A rather fresh breeze from the eastward 
prevailed throughout the day, causing a heavy ground swell, which, however, 
rather increased than otherwise the interest of the matches, as the capacities 
of these stout weather boats were displayed to greater advantage; in the 
evening the wind abated, and the rowing was carried on with great spirit. The 
principal sport on shore was wrestling, and some very good play was to be wit- 
nessed, and which caused a little adventure amongst the sailors. At the con- 
clusion of the sailing, when the “blue coats” had come ashore, tired of the 
race, and eager to see some land sport, they were greatly disappointed at 
seeing the wrestling ground closed against all who did not pay for admission 
in the temporary theatre. Accordingly they met, and having consulted as to 
the most expeditious means of seeing the sport gratuitously, they rushed in a 
body to the spot, and rapidly displaced the planks which had served to keep 
out intruders. The game was afterwards proceeded with, under free inspec- 
tion. The fair was held on the Furzham Common, and consisted of an ordi- 
nary complement of shows, stalls, &. 

The proceedings were under the stewardship of a noble host of gentlemen, 
including the following:—His Grace the Duke of Cleveland, K.G.; the Right 
Hon. Lord Churston; Hon. Major Buller; Hon. Slingsby Bethel; Sir L. V.

William Mitchell, Esq., editor of the Shipping and Mercantile Gazette ; and the 
manner in which the arrangements were carried out fully testified to the zeal 
with which they had fulfilled their duties. The course comprised a circuit of 
something like thirteen miles, from the committee boat at Brixham, thence to 
Goodrington Head, to Torquay, and returning by a mark boat moored mid by 
to Brixham. Round this the various craft were required to sail twice.

‘The backer of time has now staked £50 to £25 against the Brixton youth 
accomplishing such an arduous task; and odds are freely laid already that 
Old Chronos carries the victory, in addition to his former multiplicity of gather- 
ings. Although compelled to succumb in his former trial, Miles is remarkably 
confident of being enabled to succeed on the forthcoming occasion. No one 
could have kept himself in better condition, as he has been in strict training 
under the superintendence of Ben Mason, of Clapham; and, win or lose, the 
public at large will see him at the post as fit asit is possible to make a man. 
No wonder the match excites such extraordinary interest, for a great point is 
attached toit. If Miles wins, and we really wish him every success, he will 
have achieved one of the most important feats on record, and nulli secundus 
may henceforth be noted of him. Should he fail, it will be, in all verity, a 
long, long time before we shall find another adept in the science of peripatetics 
who will venture to dispute the palm of superiority attained at Newmarket in 
1857 by Westhall. We noticed Miles’ walking on Tuesday, and unquestionably 
found him to be in excellent condition—in all respects far superior to what he 
was on the last occasion of his trial.
